The balloon ascension to have 


been given this afternoon by Prof. 


C . E. Baker, 
of Chicago, was a 


failure. 


The large hot-air ship was in­ 


flated with difficulty, and as there 


was a strong wind blowing, the 


professor was advised against mak­ 


ing the attempt. 


A t 2 130 o’clock, however, 
the 


huge canvas was let loose on East 


Fourth street, near Lamine, and 


shot skyward. 


Prof. Baker hung to his para­ 


chute, which was suspended from 


the bottom of the balloon. 
The 


parachute caught on a telegraph 


wire, and as 
it swayed 
in

breeze the 
professor was 
tossed 


upward, while the parachute was 


jerked loose from the balloon. 


Baker’s hold gave way and he fell 


to the curbing below, a distance of 


some fifteen feet, and was injured 


so that he had to be carried to his 


room, 3 0 7 East Fifth street.
